The constint rivafry between these two 
sages IS very wolf known m the early pages 
of the Valmiki Ramayana During their 
hrst meeting, Viswamitra was impressed 
with the superiority of the Brahmanic lustre 
of Vasishta Cursing his own Kshatriya 
faloor in the words, Dhik balam Kshatriya- 
halam, he set out for becoming a sago like 
Vasisfita by hard penance m the four 
Quarters. After a senes of trials and lapses, 
lie succeded in not only becoming a 
Brahmarshi but in being hailed as such, by 
hfs own rival Vasishta 

After the avatara of Sr! Rama, Vasishta, 
as the hereditary priest of Ikshwakus, had 
the rare privilege of being the Guru of Rama, 
Hot to lag behind in this honour too 
Viswamitra managed to take Sn Rama and 
Lakshmana with him and became their guru 
by initiating them in the mantras of Bala 
and At I ba I a and m the arts of missiles and 
weapons. The Ramayana puts a stop to his 
%alry here but chapters 23 and 27 of Vayu 
Parana, Magha Mahatmya, renew it and 
entertain us with interesting accounts 
thereof (The above book in Sanskrit with 
30 chapters of more than 2500 verses, is 
published by G opal Narayan 8- Co , Bombay) 

Once in the assembly of devas and 
sages, Indra launched the following questi- 
ons f 'Who, among the jivas, is the 
greatest ? Whom does the word. Brahman, 
primarily connote ^ Who is the foremost 
of Brahmarishis and Devanshls AH 
others looked up to Narada for the right 
answers and Narada gave out, 'Sri Vayu, 
the Lord of Bharati, is the greatest of jlvas 
and the word. Brahman connotes Vishnu 
pimaiiiy Vasishta and my humble self 
are respectively the foremost among 


rahmarlshis and Devtrithis^ 
applauded Narada but Viswiniitra got wild. 
He commended hfs first two aniwerf Imt 
condemned the other two. H# asked N«fadi 
how his clami to the liooowr of i 

Brahmanshf was overlooked and a bonier 
like him could be the greateet amonf Devar 
shis, Narada replied that the 
ween him and Vasishta should bt decide 
by Brahma alone. 

Therefore Viswamitra ef^oachetJ 
Brahma along with Vasishie, who 
panied him with a smile. He pieced his 
case before him and begged for the vin* 
dication of his rights and merits. Brahma 
told him to produce three witnesses In tt» 
persons of the Stin-God, sag# Agaeiya •nd 
Sesha the serpent-king. 

Viswamitra went first to Sesha and 
requested him to appear before BrahrUi i* 
a witness tn hfs case The latter pleaded 
his mabiiity to stir out since, at the behest 
of Sri Vishnu, he was bearing tfm 
universe on one of his thousanci fieods. 
Then he went to Sun-God, who 
his inability, as h© was ih# appoiittoS tlaw- 
keeper of the whole unlVMse.

Having thus fail'^d in h^s attempt ip 
v.’rong Vas^sn^a, Viswamitra set up the 
Rakshasd king against his rival for devouring 
his hundred so. s Aics « they Vi/ere all 
devoured and Vasishta was immersed in a*i 
ocean of grief Brahma comforted an4 
consoled him, safeguarded his pregnant 
daughter-in-faw against the Rakshasa with 
the tahsman of fVladhavastavaraja. a king of 
hyrrns in prats© of Sri IVIadhavc, the Loid 
of Lakshn i and predicted the birth of Sri 
Vishnu as his great grandson, Vedavyasa 

Mow Viswamitra had to pay a heavy 
price for it He was haunted ard chased 
by a hundred ghosts He fled for life, all 
over the world and sought the help of all 
gods ilk© the Kakasura and Durvasas, but 
in vain. At last Sri Siva told him to take 
holy baths during the month of Magha in 
the waters of the seven sacred rivers and 
mutter the prayers of Gayatn mantra. 
Vmwamitra did so and was absolved of his 
sins Thenceforward he became the IVIantra 
Drashtaa (presidirg sage) for Gayatn 

Again Viswamitra resumed his penance 
in a form more rigid than before Indra 
sent Cupid and his partisans to foil if but 
m vain When he was non-plussed, Urvasi 
volunteered to achieve his purpose.

Indra arranged for the execution of her 
plans with Viswakarma the celestial archit- 
ect and everything went on as she had 
planned Viswamitra W‘as caught in her pet

The supreme Brahman who is Veda 
vidya IS first called upon and receive our 
salutation - Namo Brahmane Next to the 
supreme Brahman our salutation goes to 
Vayu who is styled Pratyaksham brahma 
If thaSruti intended a straightaway identity 
of Vayu with the Supreme Brahman the 
epithet "pratyaksham". would have been 
dispensed with as it serves no purpose The 
text could have been worded simply as 
Nameste vayo twameva Brahma asi Twam 
m Brahma Vadisyamu 

There is no special propriety in calling 
Vayu Pratyaksham brahma unless it be that 
Vayu isthePratima (medium) in and through 
whom Brahman should be worshipped and 
meditated upon

should follow that the Brahman referred to

to Impress on the hearer that Vayu is the 
gateway ormediym of approach lo liw tupre.

This makes it clear that Vayu among the 
gods IS the best and the nearest and most 
immaculate medium in and through whtch 
the supreme Being is to be meditated upon 
and realised by us. 

Such rs the simple easy and peneirating 
way in which Vadiraja has conveyed one of 
the most imporant tenets of Madhva Sastfe 
VIZ, the preeminence of Vayo among the 
gods as the purest among tlwin end ae one 
of the Parasukla Traya.

tite concftpt of duty figurec in Indian 
Cuitur® in different ways. Oischargirtg 
ftirae debts viz the debts to the gods, sages 
and manes it obligatory to a man. This 
metmi that performing certain religious 
duties, aequitmg Itnowledge, and continuing 
the progeny are obligatory This covers a 
fairly wioe range of human activity, parti- 
euiariy, as a member of the family and 
eaoioty Within the range of religious 
eotivfties. the activities icnown as nityakar. 
mas are obligatory. Majority of the Varna 
and asrama duties are of this type All 
these are termed as Vihiialorma or Svadh. 
arms The very expression vihita fenjoinedi 
imciicates that these are obligatory Svadha 
ram also means the duties that one rnusf 
discharge. These svadharmas for each 
veine and atrama are formulated keeping in 
mmd tl» responsibilities of a man as a 
member of the family and society, and also 
Ms moral and spiritual progress as an 
individual The duties assigned to a man 
and bis nmral or spiritual progress are 
inlef- linked. Further, these duties are also 
ctesely linked with the progress and welfare 
of the society as a whole. This being the 
cam, discharging of one's duty or svadhar- 
ms is the very breath of one's life it is 
this that makes the life meaningful and 
pufpc»»ful here and paves the way for his 
spirit ua! progress

However, there are differences in respect 
of leading an active fife and renoonciation 
of life, and the priorities to be assigned to 
these from the point of view of spiritiiai 
progress The Mimansakas hold the view 
that the active fife is really the life and there 
is on need of any renounciation Tl« 
highest joy one can think of can be obtamtd 
by sacrificial activity The various advan^ 
ages of life also can be had by ritualistic 
activities The nitya karmas of course, hive 
to ba undertaken for the stability of man 
and society They envisage two sets of 
activities viz obligatory and voluntary 
Their concept of duty is restricted to 
obligatory activities only The Advaita 
Vedanta on the other hand, places a premium 
on ranounciation A man s spiritual pro- 
gress can be achieved only by complete 
renounciation and the knowledge of tte 
central troth The central truth is imparalive 
and does not admit any subject - object 
relation Therefore ail activities are oppose! 
to It No doubt such men who do not aim 
at final spiritual progress can undertake 
activities and some of these activities are 
obligatory while others are voluntary But 
activity or duty as such has no highest 
philosophical significance and does not fit 
into the scheme of spiritual progress All 
activities have to be renounced obligatory 
or voluntary 

In between these two extreme standi 
the other schools of Indian thought fix some 
or other priority to activity and renounci 
alton 



It IS Sri Madhvacharya who ruled out 
ti,e renounciation of acffvity as a necessary 
:ondition for spiritual progress. He pointed 
jut that one should not make a confusion 
between the renounciation of motives and 
the renounciation of the activity itself 
What IS a necessary condition for spiritual 
piogress IS the renounciation of motive or 

sankalpa sannyasa but not the renounciation 
of activity Itself or karmasannyasa Svadha- 
rma or vihitakarma is obligatory for a man 
Inaction n as much adharma as the wrong 
action IS Similarly paradharma is also 
adharma Now, it is not more mechanical 
performance of one's duties that constitutes 
svadharma but the performance of it with 
a correct perspective This perspective 
Involves certain basic factors Firstly no 
one should arrogate that he is the entire 
force behind these activities There are five 
factors behind every activity these are 
t. Adhisthana the place, time etc 2 Karta 
the agent 3 Karana the instruments and 
aids 4 Prithak Chesta the various co- 
erdinating activities and 5 Daiva the 
unseen divine hand behind it The fast 
factor IS the most important one It is within 
the scheme of the over-all will of God that 
n*aniscapable of functioning. This realisa- 
tion naturally reduces the self-styled way of 
ftincttoning and selfcentred motivation. Mot 
lo have any restricted and self-centred 
^jtive in undertaking ene's duties and 
activities is what is called Sankalpasannyasa 
w motive-less activity This requires en- 
Bghtened approach to every activity The 
enlightenment is the awareness of the 
Mghest force behind every activity viz God 
Thus, awareness of God as the primary or 
chief agent of every activity, master of all 
instruments and aids connected with 
activity, and consequently the results 
iKTOing out of every activity not belonging 


to tha man and hence to be dedicated to 
God himself is the natural end cf every 
activity Such dedicaticn is called tyaga or 
Bhagavati phala Samarpana This, the 
concept of duty consists of four importa'^l 
aspects VIZ t Undertaking of riglit acti- 
vity 2 Awareness of the chief-source 
i.e God behind it. 3 Eradication of self- 
centred motives 4 Dedication of results 
at the feet of God Such a concept of duly 
IS what IS called karmayoga. 

The Mimarrsa concept of Karma goes 
only by the first aspect of karma that it 
mere mechanical parformance of karma 
Without enlightenment, motiveiessness and 
dedication In fact, it irsists on envisaging 
some or other result for each activity and 
the agent's interest in undertaking the 
concerned activity for the concerned result 
Therefore, the question of dedication itees 
not arise in Mimamsa On the other hand 
Advaita Vedanta considers enlightenment 
and activity as opposed to each other So 
long as one is involved In activity one is not 
enlightened, when one is enlightened he is 
above activity But Sn Madhvacharya does 
not see any conflict between trm two. 
Undertaking one's duties with a sense of 
dedication and without any narrow moltvM 
IS actually a means for spiritual progress. 
Activity is bondage if it is mecbaaica! snd 
selfish But It IS a means of ^irlluri 
if it IS enlightened and self-lewi. Such an 
activity is called nivrittakarma or mskemsk- 
arma. Pursuit of such activity is ksrtnayotfs. 

Complete renounciatioii of acthrlly is 
neither possible nor desirable. Even libwaWd 
souls have activities in terms of oontlwiod 
devotion for God The whole confusion of m- 
f lict between karma and |nana has arl^n^^- 
cause somelpeople thought of the possibility 
of karma without jnana and vice versa. But 
fcarmayog i includes insna or enlightenment

If a tenet 
is to be accepted without any evidence, 
why should not the 'son of a barren woman 
or the horns of a hare' be accepted? It is 
therefore obvious that every School should 
advance evidence to establish the validity 
of Its tenets. 

The importance and the necessity of 
the evidence cannot be over-rated not only 
in philosophy but in every walk of life So 
any philosophical discussion should begin 
With a critical analysis and establishment 
of real evidence or tool of correct knowle- 
dge. H a discussion is begun without any 
understanding of true evidence, the discus- 
^on IS bound to be merely a talk in the air 
and cannot lead to any valid conclusion. 
Such discussion may be compared with the 
quarrel between a deaf and a blind person 
about a musical performance of an actor. 
The deaf person is giving his opinion about 
the quality of the music and asserting it 
and the blind person is giving his opinion 
about the beauty of the actor and asserting 
H with equal vehemance 

it should be noted that most of the 
discussions at present m the political field 


are of this nature and are nstwaliy futile- 
The conclusions are dictated moa'Iy by 
might or other unholy means and not by 
right. Many a time the evidence that is |mii 
forth or the tool of knowledge (?f»fW | 
that IS resorted to, is inherently incepafole 
of deciding the point al issue. 

The ABC therefore of any diecustio- 
ns should be to fix the tools Of knowledge 
and to decide their scope and limiletlons 
The Pramane Vichara should noceeserily 
precede the Prameya Vichara One* the 
tools of knowledge are decided end ttieir 
scope's well defined, the {woof or the 
establishment of any paiticular tenet will 
be smooth selling Otherwise ine dis- 
cussions will be drifting aimtessly In 
troubled waters. 

This point which has to be iK»epl»d by 
all thinkers ali over the world, unfonunatoly 
has not been attended to. with due pro- 
mi nance, by other thinkers encep* our gi«at 
Madhwacharya If we throw a oisual look 
at any of his works, reallsa that he does 
not take anything for granted in h>$ 
discussion.
